The Watson B. Duncan III Theatre — Palm 
Beach County's handsome new state-of-the- 
art performance hall on the Lake Worth 



campus of Palm Beach Junior College — 
opened in October complete with red carpet, 
premiere searchlights, dedication ceremon¬ 
ies, big-name stars, musicians, and perfor¬ 
mances from the worlds of ballet and opera. 

The gala event honored Watson B. Duncan 
III, the college's Distinguished Chair of Arts 
and Letters to whom the 720-seat theatre is 
dedicated. A native of Charleston, South 
Carolina, Duncan has been a master teacher 
at Palm Beach Junior College for 38 years. 

Designed by Schwab 8- Twitty Architects, 
Inc. of West Palm Beach, recipient of numer¬ 
ous national and regional design awards, the 
Watson B. Duncan III Theatre has all the 
accoutrements of the finest facilities where 
performing arts are presented - a green 
room, a costume room, dressing rooms, 
scene shops, a classroom/recital hall that 
seats 120, and a mechanical-lift orchestra pit 
that can accommodate 60 musicians. 

Famed television personality and director 
Charles Nelson Reilly served as master of 
ceremonies for the October 4 festivities

New robots, new computers and a new 
state licensing training program await 
students in the Winter Term at Palm 
Beach Junior College, beginning January 
6. 

At the Lake Worth campus, a manu¬ 
facturing class will feature the latest 
robots that are used in automated pro¬ 
duction lines. Dr. Paul Dasher, Chairper¬ 
son of the Science/Technology Division, 
said: "With the addition of these robots, 
PBJC will be one of the first colleges in 
southeast Florida to have a complete 
robotic center." 

Dasher added that students will learn 
to program the computers which control 
the robots. The robots are used to 
perform repetitive operations in a pro¬ 
duction line. 

A new computer lab with 24 new 
computers are now part of the word 
processing program offered at the Central 
campus. 

"We are now prepared to offer a 5- 
week series on Lotus and add more word 
processing classes," said Ann Steckler, 
Chairperson of the Business/Math Division. 

At the North Campus in Palm Beach 
hardens, a new wastewater/water plant 
licensing training and management course 
is available for Winter Term. Basic C-level 
and B-level licensing training courses are 
available Winter Term and A-level license 
training will be taught Fall Term.

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Preparatory Music School 
Meets on Saturdays 


A Preparatory School of Music for students 
who are age seven through high school was 
established at Palm Beach Junior College this 
fall. 

Classes meet on Saturday, and students are 
able to enroll in beginning, intermediate, and 
advanced instrumental classes in strings, 
woodwinds, brass and percussion. 

Other classes offered are Fundamentals 
of Music, Basic Music Theory, Honors In¬ 
strumental Ensemble, piano classes for 
non-pianists, and private instruction. 

The school is not intended in any way to 
displace music education in the public 
school system, but to supplement that 
instruction. Many youngsters do not get an 
opportunity to study music at home or at 
school, and the Preparatory School of Music 
is intended to give them that opportunity as 
well as to enrich the activities of inter¬ 
mediate and advanced students. 

Classes are 50 minutes in length and 
meetfrom 9 a.m. to4 p.m. in the Humanities 
Building at PBJC Central. 


A pre-school division allows students as 
young as 4 or 5 years of age to develop a 
greater understanding and appreciation of 
music through song, creative movement, 
dramatic play, musical games and rhythmic 
activities.

The wastewater/water 
plant management training is part of an 
Associate Degree program. 

"Only 7 colleges in the state of Florida are 
licensed to teach these wastewater/water 
programs," said Glen Marsteller, Chairperson 
of the ’Science/Math and Engineering Divis¬ 
ion at PBJC North. "These programs are in 
such demand that we have the largest 
classes we've seen in 10 years."

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Lannan Donates A Sculpture Garden 


The establishment of the J. Patrick 
Lannan Sculpture Garden at Palm Beach 
Junior College and the acceptance of four 
major marble works of art are announced 
by Dr. Edward M. Eissey, PBJC president. 

"We are grateful to the Lannan Founda¬ 
tion and are pleased to be selected as the 
site for sculptures that are already famous 
throughout the art world," Dr. Eissey said. 

"We are looking forward to continued 
cooperation with the Lannan Foundation 
as they develop Mr. Lannan's interest in 
art and in Lake Worth and South Florida." 

Dr. Eissey said that it was the work of 
Reuben Hale, chairman of the Division of 
Humanities, with both Mr. Lannan and the 
Foundation which resulted in the garden 
and the on-going relationship with the 
Foundation. 

Hale said that during his lifetime. Lannan 
accumulated more than 5,000 pieces of 
contemporary paintings and sculptures. 

"This was certainly one of the world's 
largest and best collections," Hale said. 

Some of the art was housed in the 
Lannan estate in Palm Beach, and some in 
the Lannan Museum on Lake Avenue in 
Lake Worth. 

"At the time of his death, Mr. Lannan was 
considering building a large museum on 
this campus to house the entire collection 
and future acquisitions," Hale said. "There 
would be an endowment of $90 million for 
maintenance and additions to the collection." 

As the news of his death spread throughout 
the art world, however, the board of the Lannan 
Foundation received bids from major museums 
and cities throughout the world for the Lannan 
collection. 

Among those making determined bids were 
the Art Institute of Chicago, which was pre¬ 
pared to spend several million dollars and build 
a new wing, the Metropolitan Museum of Art in 
New York, the Denver museum, the San Fran¬ 
cisco museum, and many others. 

The new board of the Foundation made 
a decision to retain the Lannan Museum in 
Lake Worth, and to donate works of art to 
major museums throughout the world. 

The board also decided to keep much of the 
sculpture in South Florida. These works would 
be split between Palm Beach Junior College 
and the South Florida Consortium-Palm Beach, 
Broward and Dade counties. 

The donations to PBJC, four works by three 
artists, two German and one Japanese, are now 
in place, and the Garden is nearing completion. 

All of these works were commissioned by 
Mr. Lannan. The artists executed the works in 
Maine. All the marble is Maine marble. The 
works were then transported to Lannan's estate 
in Palm Beach. 


Parts of two of the sculptures were 
visible from A1 A, and are all well known 
to many residents of the area for this 
reason. 

The westernmost piece of the Garden 
is by Yassur Mizui. It is titled: "L'echo du 
Rive," and is 10.5 tons of pure white 
marble. It is 7'8" high and 6' wide. 

Proceeding east, the next two pieces 
are by Karl Prantl. The one to the right is a 
marble cube, 6' by 6' by 4'10" high. It is 
called "Marble Cube" and weighs about 
20 tons. 

The long Prantl work to the left, nearer 
the Library, is called "Meditation Stones." 
It is 4'5" by 14’ by 2'10" and weighs 16 
tons. 

"Meditation Stones" is not yet complete. 
The indentations on the top of the sculp¬ 
ture are for a number of marble spheres of 
various sizes. They were simply lying in 
place at the Lannan Estate, but in their 
present setting, it will be necessary to 
devise a means for anchoring them firmly in 
place as unobtrusively as possible. 

The composite is by Eric Reischke, and 
the 16 pieces have a combined weight of 
about 1 5 tons. The title of this work is 
carved around the corner of one of the 
pieces. 


In German, it reads: "WIR SIND NOCH 
KEINE MENSCHEN IM HUMANISTICHEN 
SINNE." This has been translated as "We 
are not yet human in the spirit of humanity." 

The Garden, designed by Mark Hampton, 
the Miami-based architect who redesigned 
the art deco movie theatre in Lake Worth 
which now houses the Lannan Museum, is 
nearing completion. A hedge and the re¬ 
moval of some lighting fixtures are all that 
remain to be done. 

The hedge will not border the entire 
garden, and it will remain open for people to 
view the sculpture from close range. 

The PBJC Foundation provided funding 
for the placement and transportation of the 
sculptures from Lannan's estate and museum. 

The artists are known throughout the world, 
possibly a little better in Europe than in the 
United States, Hale says. 

"There will be photographs of these works 
in almost every major art magazine in the 
world," he said. "Palm Beach Junior College 
will be on the list of places to visit by those who 
are seriously interested in modern sculpture." 

As time permits, the art faculty at the college 
will write material about the artists and about 
the individual works and place this ma¬ 
terial in the library. 0

Collection Donated 

Ives Cary, former owner, editor and 
publisher of the Jupiter Courier and Cour¬ 
ier Highlights from 1 963-78, has donated 
over a hundred specialized volumes, a 
complete set of Gilbert and Sullivan oper¬ 
etta recordings, and other personal mem¬ 
orabilia to the Palm Beach Junior College 
North Library. 

Two rare donations are the Rocky 
Mountain Railroad Album and a full year's 
bound volume of Gleason's Pictorial Drawing 
Room Companion (1851), a weekly news¬ 
paper published in Boston and known for its 
rare woodcut illustrations. Cary also collected 
the first printing of Charlie Brown and Peanut 
comic books from the '50's.
